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Reconsideration of tbis application, as amended, is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-10 are pending in this application- TTie OfiBce Action rejected Claim 1 under 
35 U.S.C. §103(a) over Takei (US 5,585,807) in view of SaldeU (US 5.661,495) and further in 
view of Phillips et al. (US 5.572.223); rejected Claims 2-5 under 35 U.S.C. §l03(a) over Takei. 
SaldeU. Phillips et al.. and fiirther in view of EgasHra (US 5.262,792); and rejected 
Claims 6-10 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over Takei. Saldell. Phillips et al, and further in view of 

Chatzipetros (US 5,554,996). 

• Clahnl has been amended. It is respectfully submitted that no new subject matter is 

presented.by this amMidment. 

There are three independent claims pending in this apphoalion. aai^ 

aaim 1 was rejected in view of the combination of Takei, Saldell and PhilUps et al. Claims 6 
and 10 were rejected in view of Takei. SaldeU. PhiUips et al. and the additional reference of 

Chatzipetros,

(Col. 2. lines 48-50). The Examiner admitted that Takei fails to dearly indicate "the conductor, 
the printed circuit board . such that the electrical length, of the portable terminal, is V. 
wavelength" (Office Action, bottom of page 2). 
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: SaldeUwasdtedasallegedlycuringthedefectofTakeifa^^^^^ 
eq^uvalent fengfh of wavelength. Saldell teaches a portable terminal having both a 
retractable straight antenna (1) of % wavelength and a heUcal antenna (6). The antennas of 
Saldell alternately connect, depending upon whether the straight antenna (1) is retracted or 
extended, to a conductor (21). Saldell teaches that the helical antenna (6) has a 'lower antenna 
performance, but [is] considerably less bulky" than the retractable antcmia (1 ) (Col. 1 . 
lines 49-51). and accoidingly discloses means for direcUy connecting the heUcal antemia (1) 
with the conductor (21) to enhance the perfomiance of its helical antcmia (6) (see Figs. 5C and 
5E, and Col. 2, lines 39-46, "a helical anteima gives insufBcient perfonnance"). 

Phillips et al. was citedby the Examiner in regard to the failure of Takd and Saldell to 
disclose a "conductor comiected to the printed circuit board "(Office Action, bottom of page 3). 

Claim 1, as amended, includes the recitation of fl conductor coimected to a printed 
circuit board disposed Min the terminal body such that an electrical equivalent length of the 
portable radio terminal is 1/2 wa^length, thereby di^ersing a peak current distribution point. 
It is respectfully submitted that the cited references of Takd, Saldell and Phillips et al. feil. both 
alone or in combination, to teach or suggest at least the redfeti on of dispersing a peak current 
distributionpoint.-Bydispersingapeakcurrentdistributionpoint;i^^^^ 
apparatus of amended.Claim 1 will reduce harm to the us^ caused by electromagnetic 
radiation. 

Regarding independent Claims 6 and 10. Claims 6 and 10 were rejected in view of 
Takd, Saldell. PhilUps et al. and Chatzipetros. Cbatzipetros was cited as allegedly curing the 
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adiiitted defect that nowhCTe in any of Takd, Saldell or Phfllips et d. is a ♦ W 
. with the flip'*^Gl,early indicated (Office Action, bottom of page 5). 

Contrmy to the Examiner statement that it would have been "obvious, to include 
Chatzipeuos's parasitic radiator for providing antenna diveraitx when flap is either open or 
closed" (Office Action page 6. emphasis suppUed). it is well recognized that "aiteima 
diversity" relates to switching between multiple antennas. Antenna diversity does not relate to 

combining conductive assemblies to form a single antemia. 

The parasitic antemiaofChatzipetros merely performs a diversity function. In contrast, 

the portable radio terminal apparatus of Claims 6 and 10 comiects the conductor mtegrated with 
the flip and the antemia of the terminal body to create a single antemia circuit having an 
equivalent ground Iwigth longer than wavelength (Claim 6) or % wavelength (Claim 10) for 
dispersing a peak ctarent distribution point. 

Accordingly, Chatzipetros fails, both alone or when combined with Takci, Saldell and 
Phillips et al., to disclose or suggest the portable radio terminals claimed in Claim 6 and 
Claim 10. 

Without conceding the patentability per se of dependent Oaims 2-5 and 7-9, for at least 
the above reasons it is respect&lly submitted that all of the pending claims, i.e. Claims 1-10, 
are in condition for allowance. 

Finally, the OflTice Action objected to the as-ffled Figures and included a Notice Of 
Draftsperson S Patent Drawing Review dated Febniaiy 12. 2002. The Notice Of 
i?ra;?sp«r^on'5Pafen/jDraw/Mgi?CTiewobjectedtotthequality of Figures lA, 16A, 16B and 
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16G that WCTe originaily fiied. Accoidingly, to overcome this objection, filed herewith is a 
Request For Approval of Replacement Figures providing replacement formal drawing sheets 
1/15, 13/15, 14/15 and 15/15, which include Figures lA, 1B» 16A, 16B and 16C.
